THE BRITISH CO10N1ST 
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The Colonial Empire. 

About once a year tho Colonial 
question ia draggod before an indifferent 
British publio-. This year the thankless 
task dovolvod upon Mr Macfio, who, in 
tbo House of Common?, on tho 12th 
ultimo, moved for a Seleot (Jommittoo 
to consider bow best to establish a cor- 
dial interconrne between all parts of 
tbo flmptro. Dividing tho colonies into 
three groupB — tho North American, 
Australasian, and South African— ho il- 
lustrated their feelings of deep loyalty 
to the mother country, alluded to their 
oomplaints .dwelt upon their aspirations 
for' a closer connexion ou a footing of 
equality, giving copious oxtractB from 
newspapers, pamphlots, &o. Tracing 
tho courso of the various BtreamB of 
emigration, he expressed rygret that bo 
large a number of emigrants had botaken 
tbomielvea to tbo United States, when, 
by wiso slatosmanabip, they might have 
been diverted to tho British Colonius, 
and thus havo added to tho strength of 
the Empire Maoh of this want of fore- 
sight ho attributed to tho frequent 
obacges in the Colonial Office, and ho 
expressed regret that tho boad of that 
department was not U3sinted by a com- 
petent advising Board. Ho concludod 
by recommending a cooferonco of the 
principal colonies, and dwelt upon tbo 
importance of the grand aohemo of con- 
federation. Sir H Vernoy Beconded Mr 
Maofle'a motion, but does not appear to 
have thought it worth his while to make 
any remarks.- Mr Knatcbbnll-Hugossen, 
Undor Secretary, on behalf of the Col- 
onial Office, spoke in glowing language 
of the Imperial value of tho Colonies as 
monuments of the enterprise and great- 
ness of En^lund, and admitted that 
though it might be difficult to point to 
the pecuinary gain of each colony, the 
aggregate possession of them addud to 
tho material weight ot tho parent Em- 
pire in the councils of Europe, To Mr 
HacfiVs motion, however, ho objocttd. 
Tho Colonial Office — tho present consiU 
tution and administration of which ho 
warmly eulogizod (which waB extromely 
modest ooosidormg tbe position be him 
lelf occupies in it)— he olaimed to bo 
neither more or less than a standing 
committee, which was ia intimate and 
constant communication with all tbe 
Colonies. The policy of tbo Imperial 
Governmont was to preserve a connex- 
ion between tbe mother country and iho 
colonies, based on mutual goodwi.l and 
affection, It the time should come 
wbeu a colony desired a separato exist- 
ence it was tho aim of the Colonial 
Office that the parting should be not 
without regret, bat with a Ciear know, 
lodge that no aol of tho Irnperiul 
authorities led to separation As to tho 
proposed conferenof, ho said that on 
idea of the Bort bad often floated before 
his eye?, but it must bo loft to the dis- 
tant future (Why ?) for development 
After a few wbeyey remarks from Beverai 
members, chiefly complimenting tbe 
"Under Secretary upon tbe fervor with 
whioh h3 praUed bis own department, 
Mr Macfio withdrew his motion I Why? 
Alluding to it, tbo Times says 'MrMuctie 
was Buro of an echo to the terms of bis 
motion Irom every heart in tho kingdom, 
for it is a matter of coureethat we should 
all havo before us tho vision of a roul 
Colonial Empire.' Wo hesitato not to 
tell the limes und Mr Knatcbbnll-IIug-. 
essen thai so long as tho parent Empire 
is content with enacting this annual 
colonial farce which appears to fiervo no 
mora practical purpose thun tbut of 
affording th i Coloniul Offiua an oppor- 
tunity to sound iis own praiso, nothing 
more reol than ' fl rating visions ' of u 
Coloniul Empire will over be scon, uuless 
that vision 6bould haply bo tbo ghost ol 
departed Colonial Empire I There h»M 
boon altogether too much of 'floating 
visions ' aud empty 'echoes' iu con- 
nection with this subject. Great Britain 
must rise to the groat duty of coloniza- 
tion, ue a broad national scheme, if she 
would ever hope to seo anything more 
Bub-Btuntial than ' floating visions ol 
Coloniul Empire.' Tbero is no desire to 
withhold from the Imperial authorities 
whatever moasuro of ci edit may bo duo 
lor tho part tbey have taken in tbo 
formation of an Empire on this conti- 
nent ; but it must bo remombored thut 
as yet there is only the skeleton. It rests 
in great part with tho mother country 
to supply the flesh — the muscle, And 
of thut esteutial commodity sbo has 
ruil'ioLB going to wusto— to worse thun 
wusto, Th B is her duty— -the flood- 
tide ot her opportunity, which ii neglect- 
ed can novor reour 1 

.

As a sort of sctoQ to tbo Freomont map 
on which tho boundary line is traced through 
tho Koaotio obanool, it is asBcrted Mat there 
Is in tho possesion of tbo Araoiican nuthori- 
tiei ft Hiiiish map oo which the boundary 
Hoe ii traced through the Haio chuonel. 
01 course tbo (ormor map can only bavo an 
important bearing upon tho territorial die- 
pule bb being an offioial one prepared nod 
published under tho authority ol tho (J 8 
Governmont. Ui.less this can bo proved it 
will ho ol littld or no value. 1 hero' would 
not opi'ieur to be much difficulty in proving 
Ibis. Colonel Fremont was aciintf in an ol- 
flcial capaciiy, aud it tbo rcuult of his labors 
woe published by authority, as il professes 
to have beta, tbe fact will ba easily proved ^ 



by living men and existing documents. That 
once established, a t lorably strong case 
would be mddc out. Ol coureo it would bo 
very awkward if, on tho oth?r hand, a map 
could bo produced which had been prepared 
at tho direction of tho Britinh Governmont 
ond boro tho auihcritalive impre«d of that 
Government, and prcvod to be such. But, 
then, one of Arrowstn'th'a school-maps 
would not answer tho purpose. Huoh mops 
may do very well to talk about, but tbey 
would scarcely bo admitted ao evidonoo ia 
tbo oaso in baud.

Should tho watera of tha Columbia River 
continue to rise, tho people dwelling on its 
banks may yet fiod practical use for the 
pedal peculiarities attributed to them. The 
Oregonian of tbs 16th has the follpwingaocount 
of tho aqueous prospect .- — " Just at . presont, 
the stago of water, the rate at which it is 
rising, and how long it is likely to continue to 
rise, u.j questions which interest almost every- 
body in tho city ; for the last two or three 
days the rise bas boon at tha rate of about 12 
inches every twenty-four hours. Last even- 
ing tbo atajze was not yet quite »s high as in 
lbUU, and it lacked about tour feot of being 
«[j to the highest mark of 18G2. News from 
the Dalles was to the effect that the Colum- 
bia at that placa was rising at tho rate of an 
inch per hour, aud the people were moving 
out of the housos in the lower part of the town 
to higher ground toward the bluff.or into their 
second stories. At this city the water last 
ovenioR was within a few inches of covering 
North Front Btreet at tho foot of F strset. 
below that point tho Btreet is all under. A rise 
of a few inches mo/e will prevent the passage 
of hoavy teams, al least to the new dock or to 
tho V street ferry landiug.not because of depth 
of water, but becauso the street filling there is 
mostly Bitw dust and shavings, which will be 
aolt as boou as covered with water as to be 
miry. The merchants and dock men at the 
north end ore preparing already — many 
of them — lor the flooding of their floors. 
With a foot greater rise Schenck's saloon 
and the Dew Railroad office floors will be 
covered. Tho water already runs around the 
a reel side of the gas works. At East Fort- 
land tbe flood is likely to be troublesome 
alio. Tbe J street bridge is hardly aoy- 
whero more thun a foot out of water, and a 
foot higher water will submerge some of tho 
floors fronting on tho bridge. The railroad 
between tho long trestle bridge and the 
Brooklyn creek is mostly under water, some 
places being deop enough to put out tboDrer 
of the locomotives as they run ibiough it. 
From all advices from tbe snow covered 
mountain rcgionn, wlieuce comes oil this flood, 
it may bo reasonably concluded that there 
will yet bo a considerable rise. Many who 
have lived in tbe countiy from its early set- 
tlement predict that there will be yet three 
or four feet higbor water tb»n now. Tho 
question ol water, therefore, which most in-. 
tercBta peoplo in all tho lower parts of the 
city is not so muob what the Water Com- 
pany charges for water, bat how bigb is the 
flood going to be.' 

Ootthidinq Extbaordinabv. — The editor of 
the Oregon Stateiman having ventured to pub- 
lish an article censuring the Superintendent 
of tho Penitentiary for tbe escape of a convict, 
w*s sot upon by that functionary with a cow- 
hido. Tho editor drew a knife, when tbe 
Superintendent shot him in tbe side. Tbe 
editor was taken home and the Superintendent 
walked away unmolested.

To ntalio a hole by driving a, 
pointed Biako a foot or two into well 
prepared ground where the futu.ro true 
id to stand. 

3(d. Pill t lit a hole with rich oompost 
und drop into it a beed — or 
perhaps, two, to make fell re of ono 
growing. 

4'.b. When tbe youDg plant is a year or 
two old graft it oarefully with the kinds ot 
trait yea dtsiro. 

Io this way the most thrifty, fialgrowing 
and looglived trees may be secured, one ol 
whiehj the author thind*, will be better worth 
35 than an ordiuary nurcery tree is tvrrth a 
'2-bit piece. Uia theory is that s tr. e wbost- 
tapruot >a cat can never do bo well ilter- 
wnrd — ond t'<o outiini» of the otner roots, 
neee§j»ry iu moviup, loniiciB tho cage still 
worse. He ihii.Us more especially thai rcol- 
eraited tr«es piove uborlioue, ns tbey dbvh 
have a Dutural root at all. Tbo roots ol a 
youog tree ae it growj ato much latter than 
its head, but when transplanted the propu:. 
lion is reveised, which gives it a shock 
Irom which, he thinks, it oevor completely 
recovers.
